The marketing legislation became 
such a political hot potato that the 
government decided to give it to a 
meeting of the house agriculture 
committee, which consists of all 61 
members of the legislature. 

At last reports, the Alberta Federa¬ 
tion of Agriculture and the Western 
Stock Growers’ Association had sig¬ 
nified their Intention to submit 
briefs to the committee. It was be¬ 
lieved both groups would bo opposed 
to the bill as It was presented to the 
house—but for different reasons. 

The AFA was expected to ask for 
fewer restrictions on the establish¬ 
ment of marketing boards, while the 
stockmen already have expressed 
strong opposition against the idea of 
having cattle and sheep included in 
the legislation covering the boards. 

Because of this opposition, cattle and 
sheep were excluded from the bill In¬ 
troduced by Hon. L. C. Halmrast. 
minister of agriculture. 

The AFA was expected to oppose 
the provision in the bill that a mark¬ 
eting board for a specific product 
can be set up only if 51 per cent of 
the registered producers vote in fa¬ 
vor of it. The group believes this re¬ 
striction will make it too difficult to 
set up a board, and was expected to 
ask for an amendment making it a 
majority of those who actually get 
out and vote.

Light Springtime

different dessert ideas. To help home 
makers the economists of the Con¬ 
sumer Section, Canada Department 
of Agriculture, offer some timely sug¬ 
gestions for tempting springtime des¬ 
serts. They draw attention to one 
rule applying to desserts that should 
be followed and that Is to serve the 
type of dessert that blends in colour, 
texture and flavour with the rest of 
the meal. 

Generally, desserts are thought of 
as being of two types, substantial or 
heavy, and light.

Baked custards win favour when 
smooth and velvety with no sign of 
curdling or watery separation. It Is 
very easy to produce custards like 
this provided they are not baked at 
too high a temperature or cooked 
for too long a time. These Arm cus¬ 
tards are best oven-poached — that 
is baked In a pan of water In a mod 
crate oven . 

There are many additions that ran 
be made to custards to vary the fla¬ 
vour, colour and texture to make 
them a little more interesting. To 
name a few there is cocoanut, pre¬ 
pared cereal, coffee, chocolate, marsh 
mallow, maple syrup, caramel, grated 
or chipped chocolate. A little fruit 
baked in the bottom of a c ustard is 
another variation worth trying. StHl 
another is the old fashioned custard 
pie with its neatly crimped shell. 

Strange as it may seem .when cook 
lng at a low temperature has been 
considered the secret of a perfect 
custard, the baked type can be made 
equally successfully In a pressure 
saucepan. The only difference being 
that there is no slight browning on 
the top of the custard cooked under 
pressure. To cook custard this way 
cover each individual cup with two 
layers of waxed paper and tie secur¬ 
ely w ith a string. Then put half a cup 
of water in the pressure saucepan 
and place the custard cups on the 
rack. Cover saucepan and allow' all 
the air to escape. Cook at fifteen 
pounds pressure for three minutes 
then cool saucepan quickly and there 
It Is — a smooth velvety custard in 
three minutes. 

A soft custard or custard sauce as 
it is sometimes (ailed may be a bit 
tricky to make so check these sec¬ 
rets carefully. Beat the eggs only 
long enough to blend the yolks with 
the whites, also heat but do not boil 
the milk before adding It to the egg 
and sugar mixture. When cooking 
this type of custard it must always 
be cooked slowly over hot water, stir 
constantly just until It thickens or 
c oats a metal spoon, then cook quick¬ 
ly. A soft custard can be turned into 
a glamorous floating island by top¬ 
ping it with a meringue and garnish¬ 
ing with fresh or frozen fruit. 

Gelatine desserts ure colorful and 
attractive and they lend themselves 
to using up bits of left-over fruit or 
fresh fruit or fruit juice. When stif¬ 
fly beaten egg whites ure folded into 
partially set gelatine mixtres lovely 
sponges are produced that can be 
served with fruit, a custard sauce, or 
whipped cream. For more eluborate 
desserts *the whipped cream may be 
folded into the partially set gelatine 
mixture in place of the egg whites. 

A light chiffon pie Is a year round 
treat, but it is especially liked in the 
spring when a double crust pie may 
seem u bit too heavy. Milk desserts 
like blanc mange, Spanish Cream, 
junket and sherbet are also excellent 
to serve in warm weather and are 
simple to make with either fresh 
fluid milk or milk powder.
